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\ NEW SPECIES OFOHMOSIA EHOVI lil{A/ll

While studying some unidentified material of South American Or- 
mosia in the herbarium of the Komarov Botanical Institute, two specimens 
of a collection made by Riedel and Luschnath interested me greatly. 
These proved to represent an undescribed species which, according to 
the detailed and thorough treatment of Dr. X'elva E. Rudd, is most 
closely related to Onnosia jriburgeusis Taub. ex. Harms, but differs from 
that species in many characters, as cited below. It agrees with 0. fri- 
bttrgensis in having large yellow seeds (Fig. 1) each with a brown spot.

a character which distinguishes both these species from the majority 
remaining which have red, blackish red, or black seeds.
